Among the speakers were those who espoused the ideology of 
the extremist Black Panther Party by advocating violent es 
revolution and avoiding military service. A number of oe 
resolutions passed by voice vote reflected this extremist- ‘oe 
type ideology. Resolutions included: Organizing community ; 
servicesto assist blacks in acquiring housing, clothing,

The above points up the need for additional 
informant and source coverage of extremists and the necessity 
for remaining alert for extremist activittes among BSU and 
BSU-affiliated groups on college campuses.
